Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argues that the cited prior art does not teaches a source 
with which the at least one link is associated and ranking the list of links based on at least in part on a quality of the 
identified source. Examiner disagress. Examiner believes that these limitations have been addressed in the Ford and 
Doganata references. Ford teaches ranking the search results based on the popularity levels of items and Donagan 
also teaches determining score of total document (i.e., information sources) score based on average document score, 
quality measure, quantity measure and keyword score.
